The fair grounds were on Mr. 
Ater's place near the city limits. All 
of the exhibits of the farm products, 
poultry, and the woman's pavilon 
were under cover of a large tent. 
The baby show was held there, and 
the 81st Military band made it their 
headquarters, consequently this was 
one of the most popular places on 
the grounds. 

The cattle shows and riding con- 
tests were held in the open air arena 
and they greatly interested the stock 
breeders and farmers. 

On Friday, the school children and 
ex-soldiers formed a parade and 
marched through the streets of Irv- 
ington. There was also a demons- 
tration of the 75 M. M. guns and tar- 
get shooting on this day too, and blue 
ribbons awarded to the cattle, hogs 
and poultry shows. In fact, there 
was nothing left out that was adver- 
tised for that day. 
j Saturday was a big day too. It 
was estimated that there were four 
or five thousand people on the 
grounds the second day and about 
four hundred automobiles.

Decorated 
floats and cars formed in line with 
the others and made a fine showing 
for the represenatives of the two 
counties.

Recently a man engaged In horticul- 
ture discovered an efficacious method 
of applying light for this purpose. Ar- 
ranging Id winter quarters his plants 
as he wished them to grow, he sup- 
wltli mercury vapor for 
seeds germinate In less 
ordinary time, while the 
vigor and Intensity of the color of the 
flowers Is superior to that of the prod- 
uct grown naturally. 

Another curious phenomenon no- 
ticed In connection with this aeUon of 
light Is an Infinite multiplication of 
the downy substance commonly found 
on stems. Those grown lu shadow 
nave the stems relatively bare. Very 
good practical results 
tallied by this system.

GLPSON DROWNED 
IN OHIO RIVER 

Sunday Morning While Water- 
ing His Horse. 20 Year Old 
Son of H. Gipson. 



Albert Gipson, 20 year old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Harrison Gipson, of 
this place, was drowned in the Ohio 
River near Carter's landing on Sun- 
day morning at 9:30 o'clock. 

The young man, who lived with his 
parents near the place where he was 
drowned, had taken his horse to the 
river for water. There were two small 
boys on the river bank who witnessed 
the drowning and according to their 
story they said Gipson's horse be- 
came, unruly and kept going further 
out into the water. Gipson became 
frightened and jumped from the horse 
but he could not swim and the boys 
were too small to be of any assist- 
ance. His body was found that after- 
noon at 3 o'clock by Mr. Carl Over- 
ton, in about 25 feet from where he 
was drowned. 

The funeral was held Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock at the grave in 
the Cloverport cemetery. Rev. A. N. 
Couch conducted the service. 

Gipson had been a member of the 
Stephensport Baptist church for six 
years. He is survived by his parents 
and one brother, Noah Gipson. 



BELL COUNTY 

GOING OVER. 



Bell county, Kentucky, has just is- 
sued a challenge to Pike, the largest 
county in the State, to a contest for 
place on the list in the report of illit- 
eracy figures which will be issued by 
the Federal Census Bureau tn 1920. 
Only eleven counties stood lower 
than Bell in 1920. At that time, she 
had 4,148 adult illiterates and her 
percentage of adult illiteracy was 20.9 
more than one out of five of her adult 
population was unable to read and 
write. Today she is making a gallant 
fight to be rid of illiteracy. Forty 
moonlight schools are already report- 
ed from that county with 600 in at- 
tendance. Many more schools will be 
running in October. Superintendent 
John Hays and County Illiteracy 
Agent. Miss Sallie Ford, are deter- 
mined that no stone shall be left un- 
turned in the effort to free that 
county from the curse. "We are in to 
win," said Miss Ford yesterday and 
Superintendent Hays voices the same 
determination. 

In several ways Bell is well match- 
ed with the "Empire of Pike." Pike 
was two places lower in the list in 
1910. She had 718 more illiterates and 
her percentage of illiteracy was 83. 
But she has 230 teachers or more 
than twice as may as Bell with 99 
and will put up a good and gallant 
fight. Pike is thoroughly awake. Sup- 
erintendent Fonzo Wright and Miss 
Nancy Boudinot, County Illiteracy 
Agent, are a hard pair of leaders to 
beat The whole State will watch the

Serves Seven Months of His 
Nine Years Term For Kill- 
ing Wm.

O'Reilly, a resident of 
Cloverport, died last Tuesday in the 
Eddyville penitentary after a linger- 
ing illness of complications. His re- 
mains were brought here Wednesday 
afternoon, and the funeral was held 
at the St. Rose Catholic church, 
Thursday morning at 9 o'clock and 
the interment took place in the St. 

Rev J. S. Henry 
said the last rites. 

Mr. O'Reilly was 57 years old, born 
and reared in Breckinridge county.

He was tried and convicted of murder 
and sentenced to Eddyville for nine 
years. He served seven months of his 
time During his confinement in the 
jail waiting for his trial, Mr O'Reilly's 
health became very much depleted, 
and his death was not unexpected.

HOARDED" BEEF. 



"A million pounds of meat." big 
headlines announced one day last 
month in the Minneapolis dailies, had 
been found "hoarded" in the ware- 
house of a packing company at South 
St. Paul. Think of it-a million pounds! 
It is a lot of meat, and the daily put 
an enormous heading on it. 

However, they might just as well 
have made their heading "Terrible 
Shortage." and compared that million 
pounds of meat to the 750,000 people 
in the Twin Cities, and the 2,5oo.OOO 
in the state of Minnesota. The million 
pounds were less than a half pound 
for each of the inhabitants of the 
state; and much of the meat eaten by 
people in Minnesota, as well as in 
some surrounding states, comes from 
the coolers at South St. Paul 

A million pounds would be a big 
bite .for one man, but for two million 
people it is not such an enormous 
amount. 

This incident reminds one of the 
story of the Virginia tobacco grower 
who bought some leaf to add to the 
product of his own plantation, char- 
tered a ship and took it to New York. 
When his little vessel was tied up at 
the wharf alongside a multitude of 
others loaded with the same product, 
he rushed to his commission firm and 
said, "For heaven's sake gentlemen, 
sell that tobaccer of mine for any- 
thing you can get. There's tobaccer 
enough at the wharf to keep the whole 
world supplied for the next ten years." 

Then he went out for s little walk 
on one of the New York streets, and 
shortly he came tearing back with the 
order, "Hold that tobaccer of mine, 
gentlemen The price is bound to go 
up. There's men enough on the street 
now between here and Broadway to 
chaw up all the tobaccer in the world 
in less than a week "

the family returned to Cloverport. 
Miss Carter's life was lived in a very 
simple and unpretentions manner, 
and aside from her devotion to her 
church, she was endowed with many 
loveabl* virtues that were known best 
to those with whom she was closest 
associated.

Not Playing The Game. 

It was last Friday that Mr. William 
Bullitt upset the beanpot before the 
Foreign Reltaions Committee. The 
echoes are still reverberating through 
the press of two continents. London, 
Paris, Washington and New York are 
commenting and wondering. 

It will be remembered that the 
American Peace Commission sent Mr. 
Bullitt last February to report on con- 
ditions in Soviet Russia. His report 
was never made public It now ap- 
pears that it was largely favorable to 
the Moscow Government Questioned 
about it in Parliament at the time, 
Premier Lloyd George virtually de- 
nied all knowledge of the report and 
of Mr. Bullitt himself. 

Mr. Bullitt's version is that he made 
a complete report to Premier Lloyd 
George over a Paris breakfast table 
one morning shortly before the afore- 
said Parliamentary questioning. He 
also declares that Sec. Lansing re- 
marked to him as late as May 17 that 
if the Senate and the American peo- 
ple could understand what the treaty 
and the league meant they would re- 
ject them. 

So far Sec. Lansing has refused to 
comment. Premier Lloyd George has 
made a denial which satines neither 
the Liberal press of England nor the 
reactionaries. The reactionary Lon- 
don Post blames Mr. Bullitt for tell- 
ing: "It is against the first laws of 
the game." 

"What game?" The Westminster 
Gazette explains. "Mr. Bullitt was un- 
aware," it says, "of one of the best- 
established rules of the Old World 
in regard to a semiofficial emissary. 
That is, he goes at his own risk. If 
he succeeds, his official patrons will 

take the credit. If he fails, they cast

FISHING LAWS. 

Having secured license it is lawful 
to take fish from the Mississippi, 
Ohio, Big Sandy, Tug Fork of Big 
Sandy and Tennessee Rivers with 
Hoopnets without wings and with 
Seines, mesh of which is not less than 
V/i inches square, and from the 
Levisa Fork of Big Sandy. Kentucky, 
Green Barren, Rough and Cumber- 
land Rivers with Hoopnets without 
wings and with Seines, mesh of 
which it not less than > inches square, 
under the following conditions: 

Unlawful to place or use nets or 
seines within :»00 yards of the mouth 
of any river or stream or within :200 
yards of any lock or dam or in any 
part of the river above the last lock 
or dam or in any part of the river a- 
bovc the last lock and dam of any of 
the streams mentioned above. 

1'nlawful to take fish from any 
stream, except those mentioned a- 
bovc in any manner, except with 
poles and lines, hand lines, set lines 
or trot lines 

Unlawful to fish with seines or nets 
during the month of Mav (spawning 
season.) 

Unlawful to own, operate, store or 
possess nets or seines without first 
procuring license. All nets or seines in 
or out of use without license tags at- 
tached or under the legal size mesh 
will be destroyed and owners pro- 
secuted. 

Black bass (large or small mouth) 
if caught in nets or seines must be 
returned uninjured to the water from 
which taken. 

License Fees. 

One resident hoopnet license and 
one tag, $1 ;.'> Tags for additional 
nets, $100 each 

One resident seine license and one 
tag for seines of 10!) feet, $5.:.\V For 
each additional loO feet or fraction 
thereof, when sein exceeds 100 feet 
in length, $•; 00 For each additional 
seine of 100 feet, $-'.00 
.Non-resident hoopnet or seine license 
double the fees charged for resident 
license. 

Penalties for violations. on to 
$100 00- Jail sentence and confisca- 
tion or nlai and nets. 

County Court Clerks in counties 
where lawful to use nets will issue the 
license to residents and non-residents 
:uul will explain the provisions of the 
law, or information and copies of the 
laws will be furnished upon request 
from this office.— Game and Fish 
Commission, Frankfort, Kentucky. 

No changes have been made in the 
hunting laws.

— For the first time 
since the beginning of the war Arbor 
day will be generally observed in 
Kentucky, October SI, the date ar- 
ranged by Gov. Black and J. E. Bar- 
ton, commissioner of forestry and ge- 
ology.

will be planting of a tree on the State 
Capitol grounds by Gov Black and 
Commissioner Barton, who urge that 
memorial trees in honor of the soldier 
dead be planted. 

They ate especially anxious that the 
selection of trees, places and method 
of planting be made so that the trees 
will grow and perform valuable serv- 
ice. 

To that end Commissioner Barton

Free From War If America 
Carries Out Har Pledget,

his desire to end war forever, and that 
they will see to It that the peace treaty 
with Its League of Nations Inclusion 
Is ratified by the Senate, President 
Wilson Is inn king a successful way 
across the country on the long Journey 
lie has undertaken for the purpose of 
laying before the pbjln people's re- 
port 
I 

means. 

Thus far In his travels he has every- 
where met with wnrm greetings, both 
in the great halls where he has spoken 
formally and In the little cross-road 
hamlets where his train has halted st 
times and he has exchanged words 
with the villagers who pressed for- 
wurd to greet him. He feels, ami does 
not hesitate to say so when chatting 
with his traveling companions, that 
the American people want no more of 
war and want to become part of the 
League so that there may be no more 
war. He struck his keynote when he 
said in his first aiMress, In Columbus, 
Ohio: 

"This treaty was not Intended mere- 
ly to end this single war. It Is meant 
as a notice to every government who 
In the future will attempt this thing 
(what Germany attempted) that man- 
kind will unite to Indict the same pun- 
ishment. There is np national triumph 
to be recorded In this treaty. There 
Is no glory sought for any particular 
nation. The thought of the statesmen 
collected around that table was of 
their people, of the sufferings they had 
gone through, of the losses they had 
Incurred, of that great throbbing heart 
which was so depressed, so forlorn, so 
sad In every memory It had of the five 
tragical years that have gone by. Let 
us never forget those years, my fel- 
low-countrymen ; let us never forget 
the purpose, high and disinterested, 
with which America lent Its strength, 
not for Its own glory but for the de- 
fense of mankind. 

"As I said, this treaty was not In- 
tended merely to end this war. It was 
intended to prevent any similar war. 
I wonder If some of the opponents of 
the League of Nations have forgotten 
ihe promises we made our people be- 
fore we went to that peace table. We 
had taken by process of law the tlower 
.it our youth from every countryside, 
from every household, nnd we told 
those mothers and fathers and sisters 
and wive* and sweethearts that we 
were tiiking those men to light a war 
which would end business of that sort, 
and If we do not end It.'lf we do not 
do the best that hnman concert of ac- 
tion can do to end It, we are of nil 
men the most unfaithful— the most un- 
faithful to the loving hearts who suf- 
fered In this war, the most unfaithful 
to those households bowed In grief and 
yet lifted with the feeling that the lad 
laid down his life for a great thing, 
••ind, among other things, in order that 
other lads might never have to do the 
same thing. 

"That is what the League of Na- 
tions Is for— to end this war Justly 
and then not merely to serve notice on 
irovernments which could contemplate 
the same thing Germany contemplated 
that they will do so at their peril, but 
also concerning the combination of 
power which will prove to them that 
they will do It at their peril. It Is 
ideal to say that the world 'will' com- 
bine against you; but Is It persuave 
to say the world 'Is' combined against 
you. The League of Nations Is the 
only filing that can prevent the recur- 
rence of this dreadful catastrophe nnd 
redeem our promises." 

A League of Nations would have 
prevented the late conflict, the Presi- 
dent asserted, explaining : 

"I did not meet a single public man 
who did not admit these things; that 
Germany would not have gone Into 
this war if she thought Great Britain 
was going into It, and that she most 
certainly would never have gone Into 
it had she dreamed America was going 
Into It. And they all admit that a na- 
tion before hand thnt the greatest pow- 
ers of the world would combine to pre- 
vent this sort of thing would prevent 
It absolutely." 

Applause and cheers greeted each 
declaration of the President that wars 
might be avoided lti future by the op- 
erations of the League. 

He pointed out other Imnnrtsnt r..».

"It forecast* the day," ha 
said, "which ought to have come long 
ago, when statesmen will realise that 
no nation Is fortunate which Is not 
happy, whose people are not content- 
ed, contented In their lives and for- 
tunate In the circumstances of their 
lire*." 

In conclusion, the President said he 
felt certain the treaty will be accept- 
ed, and was only impatient of the de- 
lay. He added : "Do yon realise, my 
fellow-cltlxens, that the whole world 
la waiting on America? The only 
country In the world that Is trusted 
today Is the United .States, snd the 
world Is waiting to see If Its trust Is 
Justified." 

Mr Wilsons Indianapolis speech 
was, like the one at Columbus, an ex- 
planation of the League, sn appeal for 
Its ratification, and a prediction that 
U was sure to coma Into being.
